RESENT TONE OF 
PRESIDENT'S NOTE

Amsterdam,

1. — President 


Wilson's reference, in his reply to 
Pope Benedict's peace proposals, to 
the German autocracy as distinct 
from the German people, are com- 
mented upon unfavorably by the 
German press. 
The Tageblatt of 


Berlin, says: 


"President Wilson speaks of the 


democratization of Germany" which 
we also desire, "but it is an internal 
question and one we consider for- 
bidden territory for foreigners as a 
condition of peace." 


The Lokal Anzeiger says: 
"The whole fallacy of President 


Wilson's argument is clear from the 
sentence in regard to the freedom 
of nations, which are themselves to 
decide their own fate. 
President 


Wilon will not give us freedom to 
decide for ourselves, but would take 
it from us." 


"President Wilson was anxious on 


this occasion to be non-committal," 
says the Volke Zeitung, "for if he 
had said yes to the papal note that 
would have meant that he was taking 
leave of ambitious plans of his own, 
while if he had said no, he would 
have unveiled openly his activity as 
a prolonger of the war, and would 
have angered the friends of peace in 
the United States who constitute a 
majority of his electors. He finds a 
good way out of this quandry by 
ruling at the ruler of Germany and 
bj rejecting every peace treaty which 
does not contain the German peo- 
ple's guarantee." 


The Boersen Zeitung thinks the 


German people will not permit itself 
to be driven into a dangerous inter- 
nal conflict by its enemies, adding: 


"This is the object of the entente, 


which seems in the weakening of 
our internal front the only prospect 
of victory. This hope will be wholly 
disappointed."

This stroke which may prove to 


be merely a local affair or the 'be- 
ginning of a more extensive move- 
ment in this arena, seems to have 
given General Petaiu a firm hold on 
the ground gained, for the repulse 
of three counter-attacks is reported. 
The French took ISO prisoners. 


The attack followed a week of al- 


most total inactivity on the French 
front, except for small operations, 
such as trench raids and minor sur- 
prise thrusts.

likewise been abstaining from the in-

of the artillery fire on the Flanders 
front that a renewal of more active 
operations by General Haig may not 
be far distant.

The former empress and her daugh- 
ter Olga rode to the house, while the 
other members of the family walked.

of blessing the house for its new 
tenants.

Basing their conclusion on surveys 


made of wheatfields Over the state, 
botanists at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station say that scab and' 
stinking smut have been threatening 
and that farmers will do well to treat 
seed wheat Before sowing this fall. 
Formalin kills these diseases in the 
grain, 


Cool, wet weather favored the 


spread of wheat Diseases this year. 
Seed Tree from scab, stinking 'smut 
and anthracnoae can be secured if It 
is spread out on a tight floor or can- 
Vas and sprinkled with formalin so- 
lution. A pint of formalin in 40 gal- 
lons of water is the mixture advised 
by the' Agricultural Experiment sta- 
tion. A gallon of this solution will 
treat a bushel of grain. It can also 
be used to disinfect drills and bags 
used 
for 
handling 
seed 
wheat. 


Treated seed wheat should be spread 
out to dry after, two to three .hours.

Monday's holiday was supposed to be 
established. Under fair-minded and 
common-sense leadership, a union is 
a great power for good and on the 
other hand it has equa! power fo» 
harm under unwise guidance. It is 
a matter for congratulation 
this 


Labor day that in spite of the world- 
wide unrest, in spite of the increas- 
ing cost of living, we have been 
spared the harsher forms of labor 
disturbance and-that the great ma- 
jority of the working people get 
along well with their employers. 


Newark has been particularly free 


from unrest and disturbances of any 
kind, a fact due not alone to wise 
leadership but to the good common 
sense of the men themselves. 


THE MEXICAN PROBLEM. 


Mr. C. W. Barren, one of Ameri- 


ca's greatest financial 
authorities, 


has be,en down in Mexico studying 
her international disorders on the 
spot. In his new book, "The .Mexi- 
can Problem," he gives the follow- 
ing diagnosis: 


The Mexican peon is not thirst- 


ing for land or rule. There never yet 
were 20,000 votes cast in Mexico for 
-a president. The ballot will not re- 
deem the Mexican from the peonage 
system in which alone he has con- 
fidence. Singular as it may appear, 
his independence and his telf-respect 
he finds in this system. 
If you try 


to give him financial independence, 
he is -fearful and rebellious. 
He is 


afraid that you are going 
to dis- 


charge him; that he will lose his 
job without being transferred to an- 
other. 
In brief a Mexican peon in agri- 


culture, or on a hacienda, is a self- 
sold slave. He will not accumulate 
and spend his money. Ho must bor- 
row of his employer and spend: and 
when his money is gone he is con- 
tented and happy to 
work 
under 
debt. 
But if you deny him credit 


or try tc get him out from under 
the debt system, he becomes sus- 
picious, will not work, and loses his 
own 
self-respect; 
you 
have 
not 


trusted him. you have n j confidence 
in him; you are not his real "friend, 
and he would like to bo transferred 
with his "account" to some other 
hacienda or employer 
where 
his 


credit will he unquestioned. 


While the peonage, system may be 


the safety of agricultural Mexico, it 
can never 
produce 
independence, 


citizenship, and self-government.

WAR LESSONS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


War is a costly educative process, 


hut some of the lessons it teaches 
will be promotive of great future ad- 
vantages. The necessary selection of 
lighting men to fill the ranks of the 
great armies sent forth to do battle 
upon the part of all the belligerents, 
as well as the resulting select'an of 
substitute labor to fill the gaps made 
in fireside, field and factory, have- 
made astounding disclosure of phy- 
sical and mental unfitness. There 
is a woelul lack of sound, able-bodied 
and strong-headed men and women 
ainoiit: the masses 


In France, where at the outset of 


the war there was desperate instant 
need of meeting the German attack, 
the prevalence of tuberculosis was a 
terrible drawback It has been made 
vastly worse by the close work in 
the tranches, where the infective poi- 
FOII of the disease had free scope to 
spread. At this time conditions have 
become so alarming that preventa- 
tive and curative effort to stem the 
ravages of tuberculosis is almost as 
strlnuous as the fighting at 'the 
front. In this work it is a pleasure to 
note that the American ReuVCross 
organization is giving most effesctve 
co-operation. In so far as making 
war against »-. Hiarism brings about 
the knowledge oi means rof more ef- 
fective war against tuberculosis, the 
world is the gainer. 


England has learned a wider les- 


son. She has been taught not only 
by home experience, but to some ex- 
tent by the hitter knowledge of coin- 
par! tive German efficiency, the ne- 
cessity of beginning at the beginning 
•and providing for the better training 
of children. As is the child, so is the 
man. 
Notwithstanding the frightful 


burden of war taxation, the house 
of commons has under consideration 
a measure providing for nursery 
schools for children under five years 
of age and compulsory school at- 
endance for all children between the 
ages of five and 14 years. Local 
school hoards are given the option 
:o fix the school-leaving age at 1 ~> 
years. Compulsory attendance for a 
minimum of 320 hours a year is pro-j 
vided for scholars who for any rea- j 
son fail to matriculate up to the age; 
of 18, at continuation schools. Phy-j 
sical training is also compulsory. 
Provision is made for the increased 
expenditure involved in this scheme 
of compulsory training. It is a part 
o' the great after-the-war planning 
by which the people of Great Brit- 
ain hope to repair as far as may be 
tossible the consequences of past de- 
inauency. 


The 
selective 
draft 
experiment 


now going forward in the United 
States is an eye-opener for all Amer- 
ca. We need compulsory education, 
mental and muscular, no less than 
our allies across the seas. We also 
need compulsory sanitary education. 
The fighting of the nations does not 
end when the war ends and there is 
no more blood spilling. The democ- 
racies must be trained to maintain 
themselves. 


The first i'se of education is to 


enable us to 
consult 
with 
the 


wisest and the greatest men on all 
points of earnest difficulty. 
That 


to use books rightly, is to go to 
them for help; to appeal to them. 
when oui own knowledge and pow- 
er of thought failed; to be led by 
them into wider sight—purer con- 
ception—than our own. and receive 
from them the united sentence of 
the judges and couucils^-of all time, 
against our solitary 
and 
unstable

MAN'S CHANCES IN WAR. 


< (The Outlook.) 


To some whose sons or brothers 


or friends are drafted for service in 
he new national army the summon? 
o the colors may seem almost like 
a sentence to death. It is nothing 
of the sort. Most'of the men who 
will go to war from America will, 
f figures can be trusted, come back. 
not only alive, but in better physical 
:ondition than they were in when 
hey went. Of course the risk these 
men will run is greater in war than 
n times of peace in ordinary civil 
ife; but it is not so great as to cause 
despondency. 


Figures of the losses In war are 


not easy to obtain, but they are 
cnown with sufficient approach to 
accuracy to enable some general con- 
tusion to be drawn. Babson's Sta- 
istical Organization, which issues 
weekly reports for merchants, bank- 
irs. and investors, has gathered sta- 
istics that should reassure some 
whose hearts are now gripped with 
ear. That organization understands 
iat about one hundred and 
fiftv 


men out of a thousand are wounded 
and about sixty men out of every 
housand are killed. This is not a 
high proportion. 
It is well known 


that the mortality is less now than 
at the beginning of the war. 


One great cause for losses in wars 


of other times was disease. This has 
jeen very greatly reduced. "Some 
claim." says the report from Bab- 
son's Statistical Organization, "that 
a man at the front today is less liable 
:D disease than if at home working 
n a city." The report refers to the 
improvement in handling gas and 
other hideous forms of attack, and 
says that "men who are sensible and 
careful can well protect themselves 
against these things." The real dan- 
ger to men, of course, comes during 
charges. Wounds received at other 
times are. for the most part, "in the 
arm and shoulder, which can b« 
easily healed, or in the skull. The 
skull wounds are naturally serious." 
Except for the one or more days a 
month when it is his turn to charge, 
a man at the front "K statistically, 
almost as well off as in the street* 
of New York."

The answer of our president to 


the peace suggestions of ,the pope is 
one of the greatest of the great state 
papers which the present conflict has 
called forth. 
It is a new thing m 


diplomacy for a great nation to say 
to the world that it cannot deal with 
aa irresponsible autocrat who has 
refused to regard himself as bound 
by his own solemnly given pledges. 
In that position, assented to doubt- 
Jess in advance by the rest of the 
allies, the death blow to autocracy 
has been definitely struck. This is a 
long stride away 
from 
the 
older 


methods of diplomacy, but it is a 
stride in. the direction of internation- 
al good faith, humanity, peace and 
progress. 
Let those 
criticize the 


president for the innovation 
who 


wish the anarchist kaiser to "be re- 
tained upon the throne which he has 
dishonored and military 
autocracy 


to continue as a constant menace to 
the world's peace. 


It was consummate wisdom in the 


president not to discuss the details 
of the pope's suggestions, but to con- 
fine himself to the utter futility of 
any peace negotiations at all with an 
irresponsible autocrat who will not 
keep his word. By confining his re- 
ply to this one simple theme, he has 
made it impossible for official Berlin 
to keep from the knowledge of the 
masses the hard fact that the one 
road to peace lies over the ruins of 
the Hohenzollern dynasty. 
It is of 


course easy to see how the kaiser 
and his henchmen will seek to parry 
the blow. 
An officially 
muzzled 


press will grow black in the face 
with 
indignation 
that 
outsiders 


should assume to dictate how 
the 


Germans shall be governed; but bluff 
of that type must soon lose its force. 
The masses of Germany must soon 
realize that there lies before them on 
the one hand peace, a return to the 
normal occupations of civilized life, 
and a re-entrance to the organized 
family of nations under the 
sanc- 


tions of international law; on tbe 
other, a bloody and hopeless struggle 
to save the throne of 
the 
dynasty 


whose vaulting ambitions and reck- 
less betrayal of promises have made 
the name of their country a byword 
and reproach throughout the world. 
The German people have been de- 
ceived and misled like the victims 
of a charlatan bypnotist; but 
tbe 


very zest of loyalty with which they 
have followed a deceitful leader in 
a ruinous cause, will make the re- 
vulsion all the more certain in the 
end. and all the more radical 
and 


permanent when it comes. 
In the 


president's anwer to the pope lies 
the promise of the approaching birth 
of a German democracy. When that 
comes the world can 
make 
peace 


which will have some assurance of 
permanence, and every 
legitimate 


feature of German civilization will 
have a better scope for its develop- 
ment than before.

Garden cleaning; like house cleaning, 


is usually done in the spring. But the 
gardener who follows the lead of his 
better half in this respect, and thinks 
that he is saving himself trouble by 
letting his old weeds, cabbage stumps 
and melon vines and other garden re- 
fuse stay where they are until it is 
time to dig the soil up aagin next 
March or April does not stop to reckon 
with the facts. 
Instead of saving himself trouble by 
such a course, he is only sowing it 
broadcast for all the following season. 
Literal millions 
«>f weed seeds that 
would be destroyed by cleaning up now 
arc allowed to mature and sow them- 
i selves, and be destrihuted by birds and 
I m inds and rains. That is bad enough. 
j but not the worst. The weeds can be 
bandied, if one works hard enough. But 
the germs or spores of many diseases 
ami the eggs, larvae, and hibernating 
adults of many destructive bugs and 
beetles and worms, find congenial win- 
ter quarters in such refuse. In it they 
got not only protection for the winter, 
but are stationed right on the ground, 
ready to go to work at the slightest 
possible opportunity nest year. 
Cleanliness and good looks therefore 
arc not the only reasons foregoing over 
the entire garden in the fall, as soon as 
harvesting is finished, and cleaning up 
and burning all left-overs of all de- 
scriptions. 
Fr*"wntly all th*a>«- a«5ds 
and «-nds are carefully cleaned up; but 
arc then l"ft In derav. or added to the 
comport Jjeap, instead of being burned.

Instead of 
having to buy them, but have them 
better and stranger and earlier than 
you can buy them. 


If you plan to have a hot-bed or a 
small greenhouse there Is still time to 
get It going and planted now before 
freezing weather if you act promptly. 
In fact by buying a ready cut frame or 
house, a few hours or a couple of days 
time is all that is required to get It 
ready for use. To take full advantage 
of it. the plants for the first 
crop 
should be planted now. 90 as to be 
large enough to transplant to the bed 
or bench under glass as soon as ready. 
Much of the success of growing1 


things under glass depends on uslnff 
the right varieties. Not all of those 
which are leaders outside will serve 
for growing inside. Of lettuce. Grand 
Rapids is the most satisfactory loose- 
heading kind, while BurpeeV Waya- 
head and Big Boston are favorite head- 
Ing varieties. 
In addition there Is the 
little Mignonette, not grown for mar- 
ket, but excellent for the home table. 
In radishes Burpee's Rapid Red makes 
one of the best forcing kinds, being 
ready to eat in three to four weeks, 
and with very small foliage. Crimson 
Giant Globe requires more room but 
makes a proportionally bigger root. 
Comet and Chalk's Jewel both do very 
well under glass, but for growing In- 
donrs many people prefer the Knirtlsli 
or smaller type, of which Berpee's 
Whole Salad is a fine variety. In en- 
cumbers. Fordhook famous and Davis 
perfect, the two most popular for out- 
side growing. <**e equally lleslrnblw 
inside. 


Karllest Short Horn carrots. Early 
Model and Crosby Kgypt'an be^ts. and 
Triumph of the Frames beats, are other 
standard under glass varieties. 
While a temperature of 4* to S« at 
nl«ht i« plenty for lettuce, radishes, 
beets, carrots and spinach, tomatoes 
and "esikeV" and bean* of course re- 
quire about ten degrees more. They are 
often grown to follow up the others in 
the spring, as the dars get longer and 
warmer. 
By using double glass sash 
tfte former mav be grown almos* con- 
tinuonslj through the winter without 
artificial heat to be followed In spring 
5>y the latter. Put In a frame or a small 
greenhouse this fall, and von will hsv*

Salt Pickled Beets. 


(In Brine.) 


Water-tight kegs or crocks may 


be used to hold pickled beets: wash 
thoroughly and steam the kegs or 
crocks; do not use yellow or pitch- 
pine containers. 


Remove the tops and scrub the 


beets thoroughly; pack the whole 
beets Into the receptacle until it Is 
full; pour over enough weak brine 
to cover the beets: cover with 
a 


cheesecloth and a clean hoard cover; 
place upon the board cover a clean 
stone weight suftlclently heavy to 
hold the beets beneath the surface 
of the brine: leave In a warm room 
until fermentation is completed and 
no bubbles rise to the surface when 
the receptacle 
Is 
tapped 
gently; 


skim off any scum formed during 
fermentation; store receptacle in a 
cool place; 
cover 
the ton of the 


brine with hot paraffin to form an 
airtight surface; if the paraffin be- 
comes broken, remove, romelt, and 
replace.
